INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
SATURDAY, NOVEMBER 10, 2001- 0900 MST
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 2

CURRENT SITUATION:

Initial attack activity was heavy in the Southern Area and light
elsewhere. Four new large fires were reported, two each in the Eastern and
Southern Areas and one large fire was contained in the Eastern Area. Very
high to extreme fire indices were reported in Georgia, Indiana, Kentucky,
Montana, North Carolina, Pennsylvania, and Virginia.

SOUTHERN AREA LARGE FIRES:

WILLOW 11, Daniel Boone National Forest. The fire is located nine miles
southeast of Irvine, KY. This fire is being managed under a unified
command with the U.S. Forest Service and the Kentucky Division of
Forestry. Burnout activities continue.

MASON KNOB, Virginia Dept. of Forestry. This fire is located five miles
southwest of Roanoke, VA. No further information was received.

RIVER #1, Cherokee National Forest. This fire is one-half mile east of the
Tellico Ranger Station, TN. The Tellico River Road has been closed. No new
information was reported. This will be the last report unless new
information is received.

REDBIRD FALL FIRES, Daniel Boone National Forest. A Type 2 Incident
Management Team (Kearney) is assigned and is working under a unified
command with the Kentucky Division of Forestry. This complex of fires is
nine miles east of Manchester, KY. Five new starts were reported
yesterday.

SOUTHEASTERN DISTRICT COMPLEX, Kentucky Division of Forestry. A Type 2
Incident Management Team (Farson) is assigned. This complex of fires is
located near Pikeville, Manchester and London, KY. Fire activity began on
10/19 and a complex was formed on 11/3. Four new fires were reported
yesterday. Crews will continue building fireline and conducting burn out
activities.

KENTUCKY RIVER COMPLEX, Kentucky Division of Forestry. A Type 2 Incident
Management Team (Spicer) is assigned. This complex is located in nine
counties surrounding Hazard, KY. Seven new Ffires were reported yesterday.

EASTERN DISTRICT COMPLEX, Kentucky Division of Forestry. A Type 2 Incident
Management Team (Conley) is assigned. This complex of fires is located in
six counties surrounding Betsy Lane, KY. Structures continue to be
threatened.

TYRONE, Pennsylvania Division of Fire Protection. This fire is located
five miles east of Tyrone, PA. Crews and dozers continue to work the fire
in steep and wooded terrain.

THOMPSON HOLLOW, Pennsylvania Division of Fire Protection. This fire is
located four miles east of Shippensburg, PA. Crews, engines and dozers are
working to complete fireline and conduct burn out activities.

HORSE ROCK, Maryland State Forestry. This fire is located one-half mile
southeast of Westernport, MD. No new information was reported.

OUTLOOK:

A FIRE WEATHER WATCH 1S POSTED IN EASTERN KENTUCKY, NORTHERN AND WESTERN
VIRGINIA, SOUTHWEST NORTH CAROLINA, GEORGIA AND NORTHERN FLORIDA FOR GUSTY
WINDS AND LOW RELATIVE HUMIDITY.

High pressure will settle in over most of the southeast while a cold front
will approach from the north. The area will experience low relative
humidity and breezy west to southwest winds affecting Kentucky, Tennessee,
Virginia and North Carolina, otherwise conditions will be mostly sunny,
mild and dry. Temperatures will be 60 to 70 in the north and 70 to 80 in
the south. Minimum relative humidity will be 15 to 25 percent in the north
and 25 to 35 percent in the south. Winds will be west to southwest at 10
to 20 mph in the north, otherwise they will be light and variable.

A pacific storm will approach southern California bringing a chance of
showers to the central coast by late afternoon. There will be patchy
morning low clouds and fog along the coast, otherwise conditions will be
partly cloudy. Temperatures will range from the 60s to mid 70s with
minimum relative humidity at 25 to 40 percent. Winds will be from the
southeast to southwest at 10 to 18 mph in the afternoon.
